Waihlngton, April 19— With parly

(lonimlttci' tomorrow will begin con- 
Blderotlon of inethodB for ralslnt? new 
revenue with which to meet thin rouii- 
try's share of the war's expense. The 
Initial problem will be the raiiisg of 
the 13,000,000,000 to meet bait of the 
estimated cost of the first year of war, 
for wiiich certlflcatcB of indebtedness 
Hooii are to be issued. 

The committee also probably will 
lay a ground work for the collection 
of such other parts of the war cost 
that Congress may determine is to 
come from direct taxation. The de- 
sire of the acliiiliiiKlnilioii is ilial as 
much of the expense as posslhle shall 
oome from this source and It is vir- 
tually certain that the cost will be 
about equally divided between taxa- 
tion and bonds. 

Income 'I'uxed Opposed 
Careful eonsideration will he nlven 
a list of suggested new sources ol 
taxation sent to the committeemen 
last Sunday by Seisretary McAdoo af- 
ter conferences with various mem- 
bers of the administration. Ili' hwa- 
gested the raising of ahout $l,Suo.- 
000,000 from various sources, Includ- 
ing incomes, excess profits, liquors 
amusements, automobile and tobacco 
taxes. His list will meet with strong 
objection In many instaneea, however, 
and aln-aily nienil}crs me leceivins 
proti'.sts against the suggestions, par 
ticularly in relation to incomes and 
excess profits taxes. 

Probably the most radical sugges- 
tion In the list was that a 40 per cent 
(ax be levied on all incomes over 
$l,OnO,(ll)n. This is heinu termed 
"confiscation," by x>ersons of large in- 
comes who are opposing it. 

Senate and House conferees on the 
administration $7,000,000,000 war bond 
hill failed to reach an ayreement to 
(lay and will resume iln ir cn'orls to- 
morrow. 

All tlie minor differences in the 
mcasilre as it passed the two houses 
were smoothed out today except thoae 
on the section relating to the deposit 
of moneys secured from the honds. 
The Senate conferees are insisting on 
the Senate provision, which they say 
gave greater discretion to the secre- 
tary of the Treasury in making such 
deposit.

The case 
was not flnlsbed yesterday.

QOINO TO WAB W^QTHOUT EMOTION 

"A nation never want less emotionally into wur than the Uiiilt il 
States now cntCrs the (rrciitcst whp of all times," sayrf the Chicago 
Tribune. "Our emotions are rugged. They iiave gone to tatters and 
our preccptiong do not act readily. 

"We ai'e iinpcrvous to shoek, or seem to lie for the present. The 
theatrical elements of war which eapture the imagiuuion before the 
real business of it has bcenin have exhausted their ability to move 
Americans. 

"We are unable now to behave us the English did wnen they 
gathered in Trafalgar square to receive the news that Great Britain 

had gone'iii on the side of I lie Freiieli and Hiissians. We eannat act 
as the Germans did when they tilled Jkrliu streets with patriotic 
crowds, or as the Frenoh did when they knew that the great dread 
had become a preat realil.v. oi' n-* tiif iliis^i.ins did when they realized 
thill the deiiaele had conic oiii of the shadows and laken tangibility. 

"Later there may in- a (|uicker l)eut to the \tu\iv and a glow in 
the soul, but the apparent spirit now ia one of caiculating aeeeptance 
of necessity. 

"People usually g" to war with enthusiasm or in terror. Armies 
fight battles with deliberation. Americans liave more of the soldier 
spirit, ju«t now than they have of the popiilar spirit behind the sol- 
diers. 

^ "The uplift which have come to the national cpnsoiousness is 

missed, but that is unessential if, as we are certain, the determination 
and resolve exist, however, silently, 

"A glow of the national consciousness will not produce nn ef- 
ficient army. Determination and resolve will do so, if there is no 
exaltation there is a dignfied reticence in the present attitude of the 
United States in entering a great trial for tremendous accomplish- 
ment. 

"Later, we imagine, martial ardor will liiul expression, but now 
the nation feels as if, having been exposed to contagion and havinf; 
hoped to escape it, the contact had proved too elose to permit escape 

"Whatever now comes to the .American rei)idtlie it can only In 
for the best, it is better that we light with the allies than that w 
fight alone. It is better that we solidify than that wc dissolve inti 
conflicting partisan elements, fighting against each other rather than 
for each other. 

"It is better that we organize our strength rather than allow it 
to mnldi r. It is better that we test our courage rather than to 
doubt its quality. 

• "Whatever the American republic can do for the cause to which 

it is now alliiMl, the eerlaiiity is that it wilj do (;i'cat frood for itsel 
Whatever happens to the men and women of this generation, nothing 
but benefit can come to the children. 

"This generation has hcen an honorable trustee to the next." 

THE BEST METHODS Of FLY.PBEVEMTION 

The cliici' bvi'i'diii^' |)!a('c of llics is in manure. The hcsl sinirii 
tly prevention uieasure is the weekly removal of all numure. Havana, 
Cuba, where there is a weekly removal of manure, now has no need 
of tly screens or swatters. 

If the weekly removal of luiture is not ])racticable, the .second 
best procedure is to treat the manure. 

The United States irovcrnineiit ii'coiiiim'nds borax. Sixty-two 
hundretbs of a pound of borax is used tor every ten cubic feet of 
manure. The day's aecmnlation shoirid he put into a small pil 
treated with borax, .spi'lrddid willi walci' in the proportion of about 
three gallons to about ten euhie feet, and then thrown into the lurger 
manure bin. Nothing is gained by using a larger proportion of borax. 

The University of Wisconsin recoinnieiuls paris green or a solu- 
^on of sulphur or iron, two pounds to one gallon of water per horse. 

er of these methods lessen the value of the manure as a fer- 
tiliier. 

The third best procedure is to screen the mutuin; bote's. I'rac- 
tioally this methods does not work well, as the general run of stable- 
men will not keep the screens intact or in position. 

Following ill importance proper use of manure as a iiir.isnri' for 
fly prevention, comes cleanliness as a means of depriving Hies of food. 
No other single measure directed against fly food is so important 
as the care of garbage. The priim. need is that parliafrc he drained, 
the slops put into one covered vessel and the drained gurbagt' wrap- 
pied in paper and pat into a second covered vesesl. 

The garbajre cans should he wiped with a mixture of enide oil 
and kerosene twice a week in very hot weather and once a week 
in cooler weather. A fly trap can be adjusted to the top of the 
garbage can. 

Proper methods of garbage collection are second "in impoi-tance 
to the domestic garbage methods. There should he a daily garbage 
collection, and the collection shoiiM be nuide by waterproof, cleans^ 
able wagons. Havana has a daily garbage collection and a weekly re. 
moTcl of all manure, and in conseijuenee, it is a flyless town.

The previous announcement that 
heavy gunfirlng had been heard dur- 
ing llic iiioniinf was also issued of- 
llcially at the navy yard. It was based 
on reports from ('ai)e Cud received 
by Lieutenant B. G. Bl^keslee, in 
charge of the naval radio district. 

.N'ewspajier correspondents at points 
on the cane reported that they had 
no^ heard any gunliring, and that they 
knew nothing of it except from the 
tiujletins issued }ff the naval au 
thorltles. 

ThB statement discrediting the first 
oflicial aiinouMceinenl was issued af 
ter the mivy yard radio station had 
)Men In communication with the pa- 
trol fleet off the coast No informa- 
tion of any firing^ was obtained from 
ships at sea, the authorities said, add- 
ing that coast guard stations had sent 
lli no additional I'ljorts. Naval of- 
flcers wlio were asked to explain the 
prpfMblc origin of the morning ru- 
iwrts, wblcb, |iccord|ng to the of- 
leial announeemgnt, came Independ- 
antly from three coast guard sta- 
tions, said they were unable to offer 
any suggestion as to what might have 
been heard at those stations. 
. Tonight there were reports our- 
* rent on the tip of Cape Cod of fur- 
ther firing. The sounds were heard 
between li> and 10:30 o'clock and ap- 
parently caini' from the iiorlliwest, 
the story said, but noni' of the ru- 
mors could be pinned down to an of- 
fleial course. Coast guards stationed 
In the vicinity of Provincotown re- 
ported that they had heard nothing.

When President 
Wilson and the naval board decide 
on the method of co-oparktlon be- 
tween the United States and British 
floefs. word will be sent to Rear Ad- 
miral Sims heie, who in conjunction 
with the British Admiralty will pro- 
ceed to put it into effect. 

'We don't expect to get all of the 
submarines and boats," said an ad- 
miralty ofllclal. but just enough to 
break the back of the submarine 
campaign. In other words, we hope 
to defeat the submarines by destroy- 
ing enough ^f them to weaken their 
morale In much the same manner that 
an army is broken through defeating 
a portion of it"
